NOW POSSIBILITY 


U: of C: Student Tells 
of Research. 


Transplantation of the human eye 
has been brought within the range of 
possibilities by experiments recently 
performed by Dr. Théodore Kopanyi, 
a special research student: at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, it was leirned yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Kopanyi, who studied for ‘sever, 
years in Vienna before coming to Chi- 
cago, set out, to prove that the #entral 
nervous stem . regenerates. -and 
claims to. have established this fact 
through the successful transplantation 
of eyes In fish, frogs, and mice. 

Makes Tests with Animals. 

He claims to have restered sight in 
these animals er both optic nerves 
and the eye muscles have been sev-

erations on humans y be success- 
fully performed. at some. future time, 
although no experiments have as yet 
been 4fied with the human. eye.

The state part time school law ap- 
plies wherever vocational schools have 
been established, which is compulsory 
in cities of 6,000 population. and oP-| 
tional in smaller communities. In all 
these cities employed children under 
16 must attend school half time, and 
those between 16 and 18 must attend 
school one day a week. | 

Wisconsin is the only state whicn 
has attempted to develop a modern 
apprenticeship system under state su- 
pervision. The law provides that all 
minors who receive instruction in a 
trade as part of their consideration of 
employment @hall be indentured. All 
such indentures must be approved by 
the industrial commission, and can be 
enforced against both the employer 
and the apprentice. 

Both the employers’ organizations 
and the labor unions support the ap-| 
prenticeship law with enthusiasm. The} 
chief points of the plan ar Under the 
law a boy between the -of 16 and 
2 may be put under a written con-} 
tract of apprenticeship. ‘There’ are 
three parties—the employer, the ap- 
prentice, and the state. The employer 
must be equipped to teach the trade 
in all its branches and he must agree 
to pay an agreed wage and teach the 
entire trade to the apprentice. The 
apprentice agrees to work for ap- 
prenticeship wages during the period 
and to attend a part time school four 
hours a week for the first two yedrs. 
The state supervises it all. 

What's the result? Wisconsin is 
now turning out a steady stream of 
all around skilled mechanics, artisans, 
and precision workers.
